SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This is because it promotes and supports the use of violence to compel any person, in 
this instance women, to submit to sexual conduct. 

The book is dominated by salacious descriptions of sexual violence facilitated by a 
fictitious storyline. The sex acts are described in detail, as is the torment of women by 
men and other women. The main story is followed by an excerpt of a story involving 
similar sexual violence described in the same manner. The book also advertises other 
similar publications as being available on mail-order. These feature drawings of 
restrained women with pained expressions on their faces. 

Given that the book is intended to sexually arouse and entertain the reader, as well as 
enticing them to purchase other similar material, the use of violence and coercion to 
compel women to participate in, and submit to, sexual conduct is considered to be 
promoted and supported. 

The promotion and support of this activity is deemed to be objectionable under 
s3(2)(b) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. This deeming 
provision overrides the rights and freedoms of the individual to access this material as 
set out under the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
